Influenza at Evansville, Imd.

U. S. MARINE-HOSPITAL SERVICE,
Evansville, Ind., February 19, 1890.

SIR: I have the honor to make the following collective report of the
cases of inifluenza treated by the service at this station during the recent
epideemic:
The first case appeared January 7, and the last case on January 24.
Twenity-one per cent., or eleven of the fifty-two patients treated at

this office, and twenty-eight per cent., or six of the twenty-one patients
admitted to hospital, were cases of influenza.
The symptoms in the large majority of cases were as follows: Malaise,

lassitude, sometinmes great prostration, headache, chilly sensations,
sneezinig, and watery discharge from the nose and eyes, aching pains
.anld soreness in the muscles of the back a,nd limbs, usually experiencedl
early in the disease, but sometimes niot until the begilnnilng of conva-
lescence; cough, sometimes dry, but uisually accomipanied by expecto-
rationi; anid fever, the temperature ranging fronti 37.5° to 39.5' C., and
the pulse from 80 to 100 a mintute.
As a rule the disease seemed essenitially a catarrh of the respiratory

mutcous miiemnbrane, affectiing the nose, larynx, trachea, and bronchial
tubes, but in a few cases the alimentary canal was involved, producinig
vomiting and diarrhea,a and in one instanice the nervous symptomis
were especially marked in, addition to the usual catarrhal symptoms-
the patient lying in a somiiolent apathetic condition for three days,
with temperiatuire raniging from 38.50 to 39.5° C.

Tlhe duration of the disease varied from five to fourteeni days.
The treatment consisted mainly of diaphoreties and expectorants-

cliloride of amiiiiionia l)eing the favorite remedy-during the acute stages,
and tonliCs during convalescence.
The disease was prevalent in the city, relapses weere commoii, anid

somiie were complicated by pneumonia, which in a few instances resulted
iln death.

D)EAR SIR: Iniflteniza has almost entirely disappeared from the State,
few, if any, new calses occurring. There have been few fatalities.
Climnatic conditions were most favorable to prompt reco-very. Weather
has beeil mlild and dry. About the usual niiumber of deaths from plneu-
monia and phthisis pulmonalis. Few new cases of diphtheria in the
State. Epidemic nowhere.

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Intprovements at New York quarantine.

Dr Wm. AI. Smith, health officer, port of New York, in reply to
inquiry conicerning wall coatings used in the new quarantine buildings,
furnishes the following information:

QUARANTINE, STATEN ISLAND, February 20, 1890.
DEAR SIR: The improvements which have been unidertaken and

are now nearly completed at our quarantine of observation (Hoffman
Island) are in part as follows:
The integrity of the island and its interior crib-work has been secured

by btuilding a heavy concrete wall inside the rip-rap wall froml below
low-water mark to and above the surface of the island. On this wall
is a heavy coping 2 feet wide by 10 inches thick. The whole interior
of the islanid is covered by a substantial concrete laid uponi finlely
broken stone, which in turn is covered by a coating of asphalt. Both
floors of each dom-itory (each 137 by 61 feet) are covered by asphalt.
Each floor is divided inlto two sections with partitions of galvanized
iron. The interior walls, 8 feet high, are heavily coated with duresco
first, and then with metallic paint. The design is to secure throughout
the whole surface of the island, and in every part accessible in the dormi-
tories by immigrant passengers,.a non-absorbing surface. The experi-
enice in 1887, when cholera-infected immigrants were kept at this
quarantine of observation, demonstrated the necessity of such a condi-
tion as I have described. At that time I had all these floors washed
once a day with a solution of bichloride of mercury, one to five hundred,
anid after a few hours again washed with sea-water, through the aid
of hose conniected with the steam-pumps. The latter was done, of
course, to prevent the accumulation of bichloride and the tr-ansfer of
that agent to children, who were more or less in contact with the floor
with their hands.
The above constitutes but a small portion of the improvements made

at this island. A new building is niow constructed which will containi
a disinfecting plant, baggage and drying-rooms, etc.. which is fuilly
described in miy annual report, not yet printed.

By imported cases is understooji
patients who came to Newport in a debilitated coniditioni in, quest of
health, anid were taken ill within a week or ten days after their arrival;
it being evident upon investigation that the disease was contracted
elsewhere. The thirteeti cases from the New Hanmpshire, caused by the
unsanitary surrouLndings of the schoolship, which was anchored close to
the shore of Coasters Harbor Island, should not properly be included
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in the total number of cases, since the patients were taken ill on board
ship, and not in habitations on shore.

MICHIGAN.-Week ended February 15, 1890. Reports to the State
board of health, Lansing, from 54 observers, indicate that t,ypho-ma-
larial fever, membranous erioup, cholera morbus, typhoid fever, cerebro-
spinal nieningitis, and diarrhaea increased, and that puerperal fever de-
creased in area of prevalence.

CGreat Britain.

Ireland.-The average annual death rate, represented by the deaths
registered during the week ended Febrtuary 8, in the 16 principal town
districts of Ireland, was 39.2 a thousand of the population. The lowest
rate was recorded in Dundalk, viz, 8. 7, anid thehighest in Belfast, viz, 58.6
a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 226 deaths were registered, in-
cluding measles, 2; enteric fever, 6; whooping-couigh, 4; and in-
fluenza, 7.
Scotland.-The deaths registered in eight principal towns during the

week ended February 8 corresponded to an annual rate of 25.5 a thou-
sand of the population, which is estimated at 1,314,274. The lowest
mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 18.5, anid the highest in Perth,
viz, 32.8 a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered
from all causes was 646, including measles, 24; scarlet fever, 13; diph-
theria, 7; whooping-cough, 29; fever, 8; and diarrhoea, 4.
FRANcE-Marseilles.-One thousand eight hundred and twelve deaths

were registered during the month of January, 1890,.including small-
pox, 40; enteric fever, 19; diphtheria and croup, 20; measles, 10; and
diarrhoea and enteritis, 26. The increase in the nuimber of deaths over
that of December is due to influenza.
BRA ZIL-Bahia. -From the dispatch of Uniited States Consul Burke,

dated January 22, 1890:

I have the honor to inform you that the health of this city is good.
Great drought is prevalent, however, in many of the interior towns.
There has been no rain in the interior for several weeks, and a great
deal of suffering through famine is felt by the people. The governor
of the State is very frequently appealed to for aid and the press is in
daily receipt of letters, showing that the interior towns, many of them,
are suiffering from the effects of the famine. Cattle, sheep, and goats
are reported dying injlarge numbers through lack of food and water.

Pro%vince of Para-Yellow Fever.-The Deutsche Correspondent, Balti-
more, February 2, 1890, says:
"Yellow fever is raging at Cameta, in the porovince of Para, Brazil,

and within six weeks has caused the death of more than one-third of
the population."

The attention of the United States consul at Para has been called to
this report, with request for fuller information.
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ARGENTINE IREPUBLIC-Bueuos Ayres.-One thousand seven hun-
dred aniid eight deaths were registered duiring the month of November,
t889. incluiding sinall-pox, 24: enteric feveer, 47; scarlet fever, 2; and
diphtheria, 63. The prevailing diseases were enteric fever and diph-
theria.
MEXICO-Gzaywst. -Twenty-one deatlis were reported during the

month of Januiary, 1890, nionie of which were from contagious diseases.

Chlolera ih Sutmattra.

The governior ot the colony of Queenslanid, Auistralia, has rescinided.,
Decenmber 16. 1889, the quiarantine againist Java and other Sunda
Islands, proclaimed November 20, 1889, because of reported cholera.
Another proclamation, however, has been issued declaring quarantine
against the islanid of Sumatra, on account of cholera, as follows:
B vy 8' * ' *

Whereas it has been reported to me, the governor aforesaid, that
the island of Suimatra is inifected with cholera, an infectious disease
dangerous to the puiblic health: Now, therefore. I, Sir HENRY WYLIE
No-MAN, the governor aforesaid, in pursuanice and exercise of the
p)owers in mue vested by the said act, and by and with the advice of the
executive council, do, by this my proclamation, notify that the island
of Sum1latra is inlfected with the said disease, and that it is probable
that such disease may be brought from the said island to the colony of
Queensland; anad, with the advice aforesaid, I do further notify, order,
and direct, that every ship which arrives at any port or place in
Queensland from, or after having touched at, the island of Sumatra,
and which shall have had actual communication with any part of the
shore of the said island, or which brings passengers or goods from the
said island, and all vessels and boats which receive any passengers or
goods from any such ship, shall, ulpon arrival at aniy port or place in
Queenslanid, be placed in quarantinie, and shall perform quarantine for
the period of fourteen days from date of arrival.

DRESDEN, Gerianyv, February 4, 1890.-The eye disease, which has
made its appearanice anid becomie epidenmic in the higher and elem:enltary
schools liere, is iniereasing, anid is now spreading to the colleges. Sev-
er.al of the schools have been closed on account of the disease.

Prevention of tuberculosis-Resolutions adopted by the Academy of Medi-
cine, Paris.

[Translated for this Bureau from the Journal d'Hygiene, Paris, February 6, 1890.]

1. Tuberculosis is a parasitic anid conitag,ious disease, caused by a
microbe found in expectorationis and carried in the formii of dust.

2. It is advisable to destroy these expectorations by mneans of boiling
water and fire.

3. The parasite is also sometimes founid in the milk of tuberculous
cows, for which reason it is not pruidenit to use milk uniboiled, especially
when it is intended for the food of young persons.

4. The Academy directs the attentioni of the authorities to the dan-
gers wlhich tuiberculous personis create for the communiiities i n which
they live, such as colleges, barracks, large commercial establishments,
anid Government workshops.

The i-elation of microbes to disease.
[Extract from the iiinutes of the.meeting of the Societe Francaise d'I1ygielne, Jan-
uary 10, 1890. Tranislated for this Bureau from the Joutrnal d'IIygiene, Paris,
February 4, 1890.]

An article by M. Dtulaurier, of Paris, entitled "Theory of the prin-
cipal causes of diseases and their cure at the outset," was referred to
M1. MIoreatu for examination.
"According to the writer," reports Al. Moreau in his sumnmary,

"microbes are not in themselves toxic. They becomie so by contact
with bodies in a state of decomiposition, in the midst of which they
live. It, is the disease that rendeIrs the maicrobe noxious, not the
m-icrobe which cauLses the disease. Remedies cause the disappearance
of the microbes, Inot by directly destroying them, but by depriving
them of their aliment."
